BLOCK THAT BILL! 


I would like to call attention of the 
motorcycling public to a Senate Bill 
#SB37, introduced by Mr. Nejedly of 
Walnut Creek, California, This bill if 
passed would ban all motorcycles from 
all overnight areas of State Parks,

I had a chance to spend some time 
with Mr, James Warren recently. As 
many of you will recall, besides being a 
good friend of California's motorcy- 
clists, Jim is Chief of Planning and 
Development for the State Department 
of Parks and Recreation and serves as 


Executive Secretary for the California 
Recreational Trails Committee, When 
asked for status of California's plans for 
motorcycling facilities, Jim provided 
the following: 

The huge 6,000 acre park facility at 
Point Magu (near Santa Barbara) has 
been temporarily halted, Although the 
park has been authorized and approved 
for funding, any further development is 
contingent upon the sale of State bonds, 
And at the moment, the State cannot find 
purchasers for 5% bonds when 7-1/2% 
bonds are plentiful. It looks now as 
though any further progress must be 
withheld for at least another year until 
the general election, At that time, the 
voters will determine if they want to 
increase the interest rate to 7-1/2% or 
whatever interest rate is prevailing at 
that time. Jim is deeply concerned over 
this temporary setback as the Point 
Mugu facility was an experimental pro- 
ject, designed not only to satisfy a press- 
ing need, but to establish a precedent in 
giving formal recognition to motorcycles 
as bona fide users of trails and facilities 
on State properties. The Point Mugu 
facility when completed, will be used in 
part by equestrians and the balance will 
be set up for use by motorcycles, 

In view of the current funding situation, 
the Henry Coe State Park in Santa Clara 
County holds the most promise for im-

mediate use by motorcyclists, At pres- 
ent, preliminary studies are underway 
with the intention of allocating about one 
fourth of the park’s 12,000 acres to use 
by motorcyclists. Again, because of 
funds, any immediate improvements will 
probably be limited to about 70 miles of 
scenic trails, 


Mr, Warren and I will visit with the 
Park Supervisor at Folsom Lake soonto 
discuss the possibility of establishing а 
motorcycling facility on State owned 
lands adjacent to the lake. As Jim en- 
visions this facility, it would consist of 
possibly 20 to 30 miles of scenic trails 
with picnic, sanitation, and parking fa- 
cilities, Again, because of limited funds, 
we intend to attempt a rather unique ap- 
proach to this project. If the Department 
of Parks and Recreation will grant the 
necessary authorizations for such an 
undertaking, we will call upon the motor- 
cycling populace to construct the total 
facility to the State’s specifications as a 
token of appreciation for a much-needed 
facility. 

In addition to calling upon the 
motorcyclists for labor in the form of 
work projects, we will seek donations 
from local merchants in the form of 
building materials and other necessary 
items, Already, several motorcycling 
groups have extended their offer to parti- 
cipate in such an endeavor. I have 
volunteered to act as the intial coordi- 
nator, at least to the pointof establishing 
a steering committee comprised of a 
representative from each motorcycling 
group wishing to participate. Anyone 
wishing to participate in such a project 
can contact me by wriring c/o MORE, 
Box 26062, Sacramento, Ca.

Bailey Battles Mann 
In Dunlap Motocross

DUNLAP, CAL, Jan. 18, 1970 -— Gary 
Bailey and Dick Mann stole the show at 
the European Motocross held by the 
Pathfinders Motorcycle Club at Dunlap 
Cycle Park near Fresno. 

After heavy rains for a week and rain

same treatment in the mud hole, In the 
second moto, Mann won with Gary Bailey 
(Greeves) having the back luck with mud 
crossings, The third moto would then be 
the deciding race. The lead changed 
several times but Bailey finally edged 
out Mann at the last minute. 

William Saltzman (Husky) of San Mateo 
was hot on the heels of Mann and Bailey 
throughout each moto pulling a second 
in the first and second motos, Saltzman 
unloaded from his 360 in the open race 
while in hot pursuit of Gary Bailey. He 
landed on the front wheel after cresting 
the 60 mph hill and parted company with 
the Husky in mid air, but jumped back on 
his machine after a quick check.

FONTANA, CAL. Jan. 18, 1970 — Tim 
Hart, who seemingly found the fast Fon- 
tana course to his liking, had possible 
wins snatched from his grasp by me- 
chanical problems in two expertclasses, 
but he was not to be denied the win in 
the third. 

For the second week in a rowthe CMC 
pulled over 300 entries.

Larry Pfutzenreuter won the 100cc 
Jr. class for the second week in a row 
and tied for the lead in the series with 
Dave Rodgers, winner of the 125cc Jr, 
Div, II, With four more races to go it 
looks like Larry or Dave stand a good 


chance of winning the grand prize, anew: 


Penton. 

The first Expert class up was the 
125cc, and Bill Urban powered his Bul- 
taco out front with Sachs mounted Tim 


Mark Blackwell finished second on the 
same Husky that Christer Hammargren 
used in the Inter-Am, 

It appeared that Tim Hart had things 
going his way in the 125cc class, but the 
final leg was his undoing, For the second 
time he was forced out with mechanical 
trouble — this time with the transmis- 
sion, Bill Urban, who was leading at the 
time, had no trouble keeping the lead 
with Hart out and he went on to win the 
final leg, Bill's two seconds and a first 
totaled up all the points he needed to take 
the class win. 

Tom Rapp knew that all he needed to 
win the 250cc class was a third, so when 
Wilson roared into the lead in the final 
moto of the 250cc class, Tom was con- 
tent to follow him and finish second and 
still take the class cash, 

Wilson again roared into the lead in 
the final 500cc moto and it appeared that 
he had things under control, but with 
less than half a lap to go, he crashed and 
Mike Runyard moved ahead to take the 
final leg.

Hart in hot pursuit, Urban held on for 
two laps but Hart outmaneuvered to take 
the first leg. 

Jim West had his AJS in the lead 
around the first turn of the first leg of 
the 250cc action, but hard charging Hart 
took over on the first lap with Tom Rapp 
following him by. Jim Wilson worked 
his Greeves up past Rapp and into sec- 
ond, Hart still had a good lead but his 
engine seized putting him outfor the day. 
Wilson went on to win, and Bultaco 
Bomber Rapp took second, 

Wilson grabbed the lead in the 500cc 
class only to lose it to Hart and his 
Montesa on the second lap. Hart went 
on to win the moto with Wilson nipping 
at his knobby all the way. The pair set 
such a tremendous pace that third place 
was a half lap behind at the finish, 

When the 125cc action resumed, the 
race was again between Hart and Urban, 
and again it was Hart that came out on 
top. It appeared Tim had this class sewed 
up as he only needed a third to win it, 

Jim Wilson had problems through out 
the day and his first one cameina crash 
with Jim West on lap one of the second 
250 moto. Tom Rapp pulled his Mitco 
sponsored Bultaco into the lead and kept 
the 200cc machine there until he passed 
the flag, Tom never told his mount that 
it was 50cc smaller than the others and 
since Fontana was a fast track it didn't 
know the difference. Wilson dropped to 
last when he crashed but somehow man-

Motorcycle-Horse Showdown At Castaic Corral 


By Sylvia Mulconery 


There was a showdown at the Castaic 
Corral Sunday. The old West met the new 
West and after the dust had cleared the 
body on the ground was astride a motor- 
cycle, 

The Castaic Saddle Club was chal- 
lenged by the Viewfinder Motorcycle Club 
in an all-day event which pitted horse 
and rider against bike and rider, The 7 
competitive classes were taken straight 
from the rule book of the American Horse 
Show Association, 

Bike rider Ernie Alexander charged 
down the center of the 300 foot arena in 
the first event, Keyhole. The object was 
to enter the 20-foot diameter keyhole 
through a 4 x 10-foot neck turn around 
and come back out, then travel 50 feet 
across the finish line in order to break 
the beam of the electronic timer in the 
shortest time. The Keyhole was outlined 
with lime; if horse or bike touched lime, 
it was disqualified. To qualify what hap- 
pened in this event, it must first be 
stated that bike riders are accustomed 
to looking for lime, not avoiding it! 

Of the first five motorcycles to try 
Keyhole, Randy Whittaker’s time of 9.03 
seconds on a Montesa looked good. Then 
the first horse and rider tried it, Bernice 
Kallen on a big bay gelding, touched lime 
— disqualified — looking great for the 
bikes! Second horse and rider...8.85 
seconds? Must be super-fast! Third 
horse, 8.29 seconds, fourth horse, 8.93 
seconds, fifth horse 8.12 seconds, Uh 
oh, the bikes are in bad trouble and it 
only got worse. 

Mike Dobbins on a Yamaha had to have 
the slowest time of the day — 19.11 sec- 
onds, He crashed in the Keyhole and then 
wheelied all the way out causing thering 
announcer to comment, ‘‘Never saw а 
horse buck like інгі,” 

Of the next six horses, the best time 
went to first overall winner, Charlie 
Webb, with 7.61 seconds. Diane Gautier 
on a sorrel quarter horse was second 
overall winner with a time of 7.94 
seconds, 

As the day progressed, the bike riders 
were more spooked by the horses than 
the horses were frightened by the motor- 
cycles, Third, fourth and fifth overall 
were, needless to say, all horses, Down 
afound ninth overall, you found Randy 
Whittaker, followed by tenth, Dick Allen 
on a 175 Yamaha with 9.36 seconds, 
Ninth overall doesn’t sound bad to a 
desert rider, but of course, there were

only 8 horses with qualifying times. 

Just when the bikers thought it couldn't 
get any worse, rain started to fall onthe 
already wet ring, bringing visions of 
knobbies floating through their heads, It 
was time for Polebending, where 60 foot 
poles are set in a straight line at21 foot 
intervals. A rider must break the timing 
light as he reaches the first pole, weave 
through each pole, turn and repeat the 
pattern coming back, Ernie Alexander 
led off the bikes. It was a hairy ride with 
legs flying and the bike twisting from 
one pole to the next, 

Bill Leggett on a Yamaha caused a 
spectator to remark, ‘‘Looks likea drunk 
sailor". Dick Allen, showed the way to 
ride this event by maintaining as straight 
a line as possible while weaving the 
poles and then topped the whole thing off 
with a big wheelie and best bike time 
of 12,85 seconds. 

After the first seven motorcycles 
competed, a tractor was brought into the 
ring to grade it for the horses, It broke 
down. There was no luck for anything 
with an engine this day. 

Of the 16 horse competing in Pole- 
bending, eight had times under 12 sec- 
onds. Overall winner was horseman Bob 
Lange, 10.71 seconds, 

The bikes were getting rattled, 


Bill Golhy forgot to turn his gas on and 
stalled his bike halfway through the poles, 
time, 27.12, Mike Dobbins stalled his 
engine on the start, tried again a second 
time with his headlight on all the way. 
It didn’t help and he took 15.07. I.W. 
Sweet did a get-off at the last pole and 
Thelma Allen, who had initially been 
wearing white pants, crashed in the muck 
for a grand total of 44.58 seconds. The 
first motorcycle was 8th overall Dick 
Allen, then 10th overall Ray Graeber, 
13,74 seconds. 


The most exciting event of the day was 
the “Motorcyclists Revenge”, a flat- 
out race between Dick Allenona Yamaha 
and Thelma Harbison on a bay quarter 
horse, Allen putted forward and right 
beside him trotted the big quarter horse, 
unruffled by the alien bike. The flag 
dropped, Mrs. Harbison spurred the 
horse in a giant leap forward with Dick 
Allen smoothly accelerating right along- 
side. They reached the end of the ring, 
U-turn, the horse causing gasps as the 
riders’ stirrup almost touched ground on 
the turn, As they race toward the finish 
line, it’s Allen by a spoke, then Allen by 
a gas tank, and as they cross the finish, 
Dick Allen wins by two fenders! A rous- 
ing cheer goes up from the formerly 


silent bike pits, “Unfair,” muttered a 
horse rider, “it was a full Yamaha 
against a quarter horse." 


Quadrangle Stakes was the most com- 
plicated event. Four poles are set up to 
form a square about 3/4 the size of the 
ring. Two more poles are set 15 feet 
apart in the center of the square. The 
rider must criss-cross the square twice 
in opposite directions each time circling 
a different pole and crossing his own 
tracks, 


The bikes were disqualified for for- 
getting the course, and Gayland Terry 
fell in 6 inches of pure mud or some- 
thing. Lloyd Power’s horse completed 
the maze in 20.38 seconds. Dick Allen 
on a 175 Yamaha finished in 25,36 sec- 
onds for first bike and 8th overall, 

The final insult of the day was Clover- 
leaf Barrels, where three metal barrels 
are placed in a large triangle about 120 
feet apart, The rider must make a 360 
degree turn around each barrel each 
time crossing his own path, Lloyd Powers 
was again first overall with 19,22. The 
best bike was Ray Graeber with a time 
of 25,01. No one was surprised when the 
Hi-Point Trophy of the day went to 
horseman Lloyd Power.

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BSA Mechanic Kitty Budris Breaks Down AMA Sex Barrier

Katharin “Kitty” Budris is the proprietor of 
a Chicago area BSA dealership where many of 
the prominent riders on the national circuit 
congregate while in the city. Before the Santa 
Fe events at Hinsdale, they stop at Kitty’s and 
use the shop facilities, compare notes, and 
brush up on what has happened in the windy 
city since the last visit. 

Kitty sponsors her own 250cc machines for 
Novice and short track competition and she 
has achieved some degree of fame for being 
the first woman to carry an AMA mechanics 
license. To Kitty, the license was essential. 

A young rider gets more than mere racing 
machinery with her sponsorship. She also 
provides moral support and a little bit of 
mothering with her bikes, and any last minute 
track changes come under her personal 
wrench. Consequently, Kitty has found it 
necessary to ask for the kind of privileges any 
male tuner would expect. You can’t wield a 
wrench and give pep talks from beyond the 
pit wall. 

There was less trouble when C. J. was alive. 
Kitty’s husband was one of the noted tuners 

and sponsors in the Chicago area, at that time 
campaigning Harley-Davidsons rather than

big break by bringing him out of the 
southwest and putting him on a Harley. So 
like Kitty herself, her late husband could spot 
talent as well as he could tune a racer.

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But after C. J. died, Kitty found it more 
difficult to properly sponsor a rider while 
being treated like a second class pit citizen. 
For example, at the Santa Fe Short Track 
National, in 1969, Amateur winner Don 
Castro received his trophy and 
congratulations alone. His tuner and sponsor 
was not allowed to enter the track and pose 
with him because she was a woman. 

Young Don had met Kitty just that week, 
and Kitty fell for him immediately, relying 
upon the ability to spot talent that her 
husband had given her. That week in August, 
the BSA riders had gathered at CJ.’s BSA 
Sales & Service, to prepare their machinery. 
Dick Mann was there in the shop, as were 
Dallas Baker and Dave Aldana. Originally 
Dave had been offered the Budris short 
tracker, but he chose to keep the machine 
that Dallas was tuning for him. It turned out 
to be an unwise decision, for Dave’s machine 
blew up during the evening and Don Castro 
went on to drive the incredibly fast Budris 
BSA single to a hard-fought win over the 
screaming Neil Keen Yamaha piloted by 
Charlie Chapple. 

The afternoon before the race Kitty had 
predicted the winner. She reported to the 
riders gathered in her shop that she had 
dreamed her bike would win, and that now all 
she needed was an Amateur rider. Dave 
Aldana, apparently skeptical of women’s 
dreams, turned down his first-choice offer, 
and that’s when Dallas Baker mentioned Don 
Castro’s need for a ride. Don came into the 
shop to meet Kitty that evening, and as Kitty 
states it, “The minute I saw Don, I was sure 
more than ever we were going to win the 
Amateur final. I’m a great believer in faith, 
and as it turned out we were both lucky. Don 
said the bike fit like it was built for him.” 

That night Kitty had to rely more than ever 
on faith, for according to AMA policy she was 
not allowed to help in the pits. But in spite of 
the rules, Don’s unfamiliarity with the 
machine, and Charlie Chapple’s fantastic 
on-the-bubble mental state, the Budris BSA 
went on to win. Furthermore, Don was riding 
with his leg in a cast! 

Winning is Kitty’s game. Recently she won 
a battle for the “weaker sex” by obtaining the 


first AMA mechanic’s license granted a 
woman. When the AMA had initiated the 
mechanic’s license with the 1968 season, 
Kitty had sent in her $10 and application 
form. The license had been denied because 
another AMA rule stated that no women were 
allowed in the pits. 

Working on the theory that she was being 
denied the opportunity to make money in her 
chosen profession due to discrimination 
against sex, Kitty contacted Mr. Carl Hanley 
at the Equal Employment Opportunities 
Agency in Cleveland, Ohio. Mr. Hanley took 
an interest in the problem and the result was a 
revision of the AMA rule book by the 
Executive committee. Now women may carry 
an AMA mechanic's license and help in the 
pits as long as they wear team uniforms or 
whites and comply with other AMA pit 
procedures. 

Consequently, if Kitty Budris has another 
Amateur winner this year at Santa Fe, you 
can bet you'll see her there on the line when 
the pictures are taken, mechanic's license, 
whites, wrench and all. 





Rain Drenches Dunlap English Trials

entry after the event because he was re- 
sponsible for planning the trials, Darwin 
Smith and Travis Lee, both of Coalinga, 
had a score of fifty-two. Darwin was 
declared the third place winner because 
he cleaned the most number of sections 
with Travis taking a fourth. Sixteen year 


old Marsh Moore, of Fresno, having 
never ridden a motorcycle until four 
weeks prior should be commended for 
turning in a score of ninety-four, 

English Trials is a relatively new 
event in the Fresno area, It took a few 
trials to get the people interested, and to 
find out that Trials are an exciting and 
extremely challenging sport. Many young 
faces are starting to appear, probably a 
result of the American Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation’s new ruly that affects the under 
sixteen age group, 

Despite the rains and adverse condi- 
tions the trials were felt by all to bea 
success, mainly because all the parti- 
cipants ‘stayed and practiced riding the 
traps until nearly sundown. 

February the twenty-second is to be 
the date of the next English Trials at 
Dunlap Cycle Park and will be run rain 
or shine, as usual. The group of riders 
decided to form an organization, to be 
called the Central California Trials 
Association. They will meetin the morn- 
ing before their events and use the same 
rules that the PITS have been using, The 
association was formed because of the 
local interest, and the fact that local 
riders find it quite difficult to travel 
either to the Los Angeles area or the 
San Francisco area to compete in English 
Trials.
